Czechoslovakia.

of  the  Logan  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
President  and  director  of  the  Logan  Rotary 
Club. 

Prior  to  his  present  calling  as  an  Assistant 
to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  he  served  as 
Stake  President  of  the  Cache  Valley  Stake 
in  Logan,  Utah,  where  he  was  born  March  5, 
1884.  the  son  of  N.  Christian  and  Eliza  Peter- 
son Sonne.

Without  such 
faith  man  is  forever  in  the  shadows,  his  striv- 
ings are  in  vain  and  his  aspirations  are  barren 
and  hopeless. 

The  Christian  message  of  hope  and  faith  is 
still  alive  and  speaks  to  us  today  in  a  clear, 
strong  voice.  That  message  is  to  each  indi- 
vidual who  must  learn  to  fight  within  himself 
for  a  better  life.  The  modern  tendency  to  sub- 
merge the  individual  with  the  masses  obscures 
this  fundamental  truth.  Jesus  Christ,  like  the 
holy  prophets  who  came  before  and  after  Him, 
taught  individual  responsibility.

Thus  spoke  the  Angel  Moroni  to  the  young  boy-prophet 
Joseph  Smith,  on  the  evening  of  September  21,  1823.  And 
once  again  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  were  to  be  blessed  with 
the  greatest  possible  gift  that  God  can  bestow  upon  his  children 
here  upon  the  earth.  The  Priesthood  and  all  the  attending  rights 
and  ordinances  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  ever  made  known 
to  man,  were  to  be  restored. 

"What  is  the  power  that  is  conferred  upon  us  in  the  Holy 
Priesthood?  What  particular  power  do  you  give  when  you 
send  a  man  to  some  other  land  to  transact  business  in  your 
name?  You  give  him  a  power  of  attorney,  authorizing  him 
to  transact  in  your  name  the  business  that  you  wish  to  be 
performed;  and  in  that  letter  of  appointment  would  be  conveyed 
all  your  power,  your  authority,  and  ability  to  transact  that 
business,  even  as  effectually  as  if  you  yourself  were  present 
to  perform  it  with  your  own  hand."*  (Orson  Hyde.  Journal 
of  Discourses,  Vol.  VI.,  p.  20.)  It  is  the  power  by  which  all 
things  are  sustained  and  upheld,  even  the  power  by  which 
the  earth  was  created  and  is  controlled.     It  is  the  power  of  God! 

"It  is  the  privilege  of  every  person  who  is  faithful  to  the 
Priesthood,  ...  to  know,  see,  and  understand,  by  revelation, 
the  things  of  God  just  as  naturally  as  we  understand  natural 
things  that  are  around  us."  (Brigham  Young,  Journal  of  Dis- 
courses, Vol  III,  pp.  192-193.)  It  is  the  most  wonderful 
blessing  that  any  man  may  attain  to,  to  be  called  and  ordained 
and  given  this  Authority  of  the  Priesthood.  All  members  of 
the  Church  should  at  all  times  honour  and  respect  the  Priest- 
hood. Regardless  of  what  office  or  calling  it  might  be.  whether 
that  of  a  Deacon,  Elder,  or  High  Priest,  the  Priesthood  very 
definitely  represents  God  and  Jesus  Christ,  and  we  as  members 
cf  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  would  do  well  to  always  remember 
this  and  to  act  accordingly.  "AH  the  acts  we  perform  should 
be  governed  by  the  guidance  of  the  Priesthood."  (Ibid.  VII, 
p.  64.)  This  statement  does  not  only  have  reference  to  our 
Church  work,  but  to  everything  that  we  do  every  day  of  the 
week.  If  we  desire  to  please  our  Heavenly  Father,  then  we 
must  accept  the  counsel  and  advice  of  those  in  authority  over 
us  who  have  been  called  to  serve  us.  "  .  .  those  who  hold 
the  authority  (of  the  Priesthood)  are  not  the  masters  but  the 
servants  of  the  People:  for  they  remember  the  words  of  the 
Lord:  "Whosoever  will  be  chief  among  you.  let  him  be  your 
servant;  even  as  the  Son  of  Man  came  not  to  be  ministered 
unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many." 
(D.  &  C.  Com.,  p.  695.) 

May  we  always  be  cognisant  of  the  blessing  that  is  ours 
in  having  the  Priesthood  once  more  upon  the  earth  and  may 
we  always  look  to  the  Lord  for  guidance  in  the  exercising  of 
this  Priesthood   I  pray  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.

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The   Significance   of 
Christ's   Advent

"The  woman  then  left  her  water  pot,  and 
went  her  way  into  the  city,  and  saith  to  the 
men,  come,  see  a  man,  which  told  me  all 
things  that  ever  I  did:  is  not  this  the  Christ?" 
(St.  John  4  :  28-29.)  The  question  propounded 
by  this  woman  of  Samaria  is  still  alive  in 
the  modern  world.  There  are  those  who 
believe  and  accept,  and  there  are  those  who 
deny  and  reject  His  divinity.  But  the  authori- 
tativeness  of  Christ's  message  will  always  rest 
with  those  who  believe  and  accept  His  divine 
Sonship. 

The  glorious  advent  of  Jesus  Christ,  cele- 
brated throughout  Christendom,  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  all  to  examine  and  reappraise  their 
own  lives  in  relation  to  that  of  the  Master, 
Who  lived  and  died  for  humanity.  The  hour 
has  come  for  the  rulers  and  nations  who  sit 
in  council  to  ponder  with  open  minds  Christ's 
formula  for  peace  and  goodwill.  The  threats 
of  war  are  disturbing  and  perplexing  the 
nations.  Men's  hearts  are  full  of  fear.  The 
only  solution  which  remains  is  to  accept  the 
leadership  of  the  Prince  of  Peace  and  to  sub- 
scribe to  the  teachings  and  doctrines  of  His 
gospel. 

Jesus  began  His  public  ministry  by  giving 
consideration  to  the  individual  seekers  after 
truth.  He  answered  their  questions,  healed 
their  infirmities,  restored  their  faith  and 
mingled  with  them  in  friendly  intercourse. 
He  gave  them  evidence  of  His  divinity.  So 
powerful  was  the  spell  of  His  personality  upon 
them  that  their  lives  were  irrevocably  changed. 
He  encouraged  the  weak  and  the  downtrodden. 
He  brought  comfort  to  the  unfortunate.  'The 
meek,"  He  said,  "shall  inherit  the  earth." 
Meekness  is  more  powerful  than  pride,  and 
love  is  more  effective  than  hate.  "Love  your 
enemies,"  He  urged,  "do  good  to  them  which 
hate  you,  bless  them  that  curse  you,  and  pray 
for  them  that  despitefully  use  you."  When 
Peter  resorted  to  the  sword,  he  and  the  others 
were  told  that  "all  they  that  take  up  the 
sword  shall  perish  by  the  sword."  The  ful- 
filment of  this  prophecy  is  recorded  on  the 
pages  of  history.  Where  are  the  great  nations 
which  flourished  on  either  side  of  the  Medi- 
terranean Sea?     They  relied  on  war  and  con- 


quest and,  without  an  exception,  they  have 
reaped   the   whirlwind. 

Love  is  constructive  and  positive;  hate  is 
destructive  and  negative.  Hate  has  wrecked 
happy  homes,  divided  communities,  aroused 
suspicions  and  destroyed  and  scattered  nations 
and  races.  The  love  which  Jesus  taught  is 
as  broad  as  the  universe  and  embraces  the 
entire  human  race.  It  reaches  to  the  remotest 
parts  of  the  earth.  He  exemplified  the  love 
of  God  Who  gave  His  only  begotten  Son  to 
redeem  mankind.  No  one  among  the  charac- 
ters of  history  has  given  to  men  so  many  self- 
evident  truths. 

Jesus  laid  the  foundation  for  an  enduring 
civilization  based  on  freedom,  equal  rights 
and  brotherhood.  He  taught  the  Fatherhood 
of  God.  That  doctrine  makes  all  men 
brothers.  They  are  the  sons  of  God  and 
therefore  the  equals  of  kings  and  rulers.  If 
one  is  more  precious  in  the  sight  of  God  than 
another  it  is  only  because  of  his  good  works 
and  the  extent  to  which  he  has  manifested 
his  love  towards  his  fellow-men.  True  demo- 
cracy is  a  New  Testament  concept.  It  is  a 
product  of  Christ's  gospel. 

Sceptics  and  doubters  deny  His  divinity  and 
discount  His  claims.  They  disregard  the 
solemn  and  fervent  testimonies  of  His  con- 
temporaries. They  explain  away  His  miracles; 
they  ignore  the  ancient  prophecies  concerning 
Him;  they  repudiate  His  resurrection  and  His 
atonement  and  reject  the  scriptural  biographies 
of  His  life  as  submitted  by  Matthew,  Mark, 
Luke  and  John.  Yet,  Jesus  does  not  lack  for 
admirers  among  scholars  and  thinkers.  His 
life  is  singularly  attractive.  "For  the  man, 
Jesus.  1  have  the  highest  admiration,"  said 
Colonel  Robert  G.  Ingersol,  gifted  lecturer  and 
agnostic,  "but  for  Jesus  as  the  Son  of  God. 
I  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  Him."  A 
similar  estimate  of  Jesus  Christ  was  made  by 
the  late  H.  G.  Wells,  an  English  writer  of  note. 
He  was  asked  to  submit  six  names  of  men 
who  "stood  on  the  corners  of  History,"  and 
who  had  wielded  the  greatest  influence  among 
men.  He  headed  the  list  with  the  name. 
Jesus  of  Nazareth,  but  quickly  retorted,  "I  am

1  have  often  been  asked,  "Why  did  you  be- 
come a  Mormon?",  and  1  find  the  only  real 
answer  to  the  question  is  this:  "I  Believe."  Now 
you  might  well  ask,  "What  is  it  you  believe?", 
and  this  is  what  I  will  say:  "I  believe  Joseph 
Smith  was  chosen  a  prophet  of  God  to  restore 
His  Church  to  the  earth;  that  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  has  and 
always  will  be  guided  by  a  prophet  of  God 
through  revelation.  In  using  the  word  believe, 
1  do  not  mean  that  I  merely  presume  these 
things  to  be  so,  but  it  signifies  an  abiding  testi- 
mony of  the  truth  of  these  things. 

I  did  not  always  have  such  emphatic  views 
with  regard  to  religion.  I  was  brought  up  in 
a  home  where  religion  played  a  major  role,  but 
I  was  never  in  agreement  with  the  things 
taught  by  the  church  of  my  fathers.  In  my 
childhood,  and  as  I  grew  older,  I  did  not  realise 
that  such  a  Church  as  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  existed.  If  I  had 
I  would  have  found  peace  of  mind  much 
sooner. 

I  was  born  in  1928  in  a  little  town  called 
Aberdeen  in  the  Cape  Province,  and  was  duly 
baptised  and  was  later  sent  to  Sunday  School. 
Eventually,  when  I  became  twenty,  I  was  con- 
firmed. I  can  still  remember  the  service  in 
Johannesburg  when  I  stood  before  the  congre- 
gation and  became  a  member  of  a  church  I 
could  not  completely  agree  with.  It  was 
shortly  after  this  when  I  met  the  "Mormon" 
Missionaries.  It  was  in  May  of  1949  that  I 
heard  the  Cumorah  Quartette  sing — first  on  the 
radio,  then  at  Trutone  where  I  was  working.  It 
was  the  first  time  I  had  heard  of  "Mormons," 
and  I  was  rather  curious  about  them,  but 
somehow  did  not  want  to  ask  any  direct  ques- 
tions about  them.  Then  about  a  month  later, 
as  if  in  answer  to  an  unspoken  wish,  the  Out- 
span  Magazine  printed  an  article  by  President 
Evan  P.  Wright  entitled  "Who  are  the  Mor- 
mons?" I  became  more  interested  in  these 
people  and  finally  searched  the  old  files  at  work 
and  found  the  address  of  Elder  Robert  C. 
Taylor  who  had  handled  all  the  correspondence 
for  the  Quartette.  So  it  was  then,  at  my  writ- 
ten request.  Elders  Taylor  and  Rockwood  first 
came  to  tell  me  about  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  I  started  reading 
the  Book  of  Mormon  and  began  attending 
their  Church  services  regularly.     I  was  deeply 


impressed  by  the  logic  and  simplicity  of  this 
religion  and  by  the  sincerity  and  devotion  of 
the  members  of  this  Church. 

In  February  of  1950  I  went  to  East  London, 
but  continued  my  regular  attendance  at  both 
Sunday  School  and  Sacrament  meetings.  Here 
I  began  serious  study  of  the  Gospel  principles 
and  attended  weekly  cottage  meetings.  So  it 
followed,  that  in  August  of  that  year,  on  my 
22nd  birthday,  I  entered  the  waters  of  baptism. 

Soon  after  becoming  a  member  of  the 
Church  I  went  to  Livingstone,  Northern  Rho- 
desia, where  I  was  later  married  though  not  to 
a  member  of  the  Church.  In  fact,  he  was 
rather  unfriendly  towards  the  Church,  to  put 
it  mildly.  As  time  passed,  my  husband  met 
the  missionaries.  He  began  to  feel  less  hostile, 
and  now  at  last  my  prayers  are  being 
answered,  for  he  is  investigating  the  Church. 

I  thank  my  Father  in  Heaven  for  the  desire 
He  gave  me  to  listen  to  the  message  of  the 
"Mormon"  missionaries.  I  also  thank  Him 
for  these  young  men  and  women  who  so  will- 
ingly give  up  years  of  their  lives  to  show  us 
the  way  to  Eternal  Happiness.  Should  I  live 
a  thousand  years  I  could  never  adequately 
thank  the  missionaries  who  helped  me  so  much 
when  I  was  trying  to  find  the  truth  and.  who  by 
their  example  led  me  to  it. 

Words  cannot  express  the  joy  and  happiness 
I  have  found  since  becoming  a  member  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
And  so  I  say  again— I  Believe.  I  believe  and 
know  that  only  in  the  true  Church  can  such 
joy  and  happiness  be  found.

It  was  at  a  time  when  unfavourable  reports 
appeared  in  the  newspapers  about  the  Mormon 
Missionaries'  door  to  door  activities;  when 
anti-Mormon  propaganda  was  rife  and  pre- 
judice the  rule,  that  a  humble  group  of  not 
more  than  eight  Latter-day  Saints,  including 
missionaries,  met  in  what  was  once  a  shop 
situated  in  Churchill  Mansions.  It  was  in  the 
year  1925  and  J.  Wylie  Sessions  was  President 
of  the  South  African  Mission,  comprising  18 
missionaries.  Financial  difficulties  were  such 
that  this  little  place  of  worship  was  given  up 
in  favour  of  a  less  expensive  room — that  of  the 
Missionaries'  living  quarters.  The  room  was 
one  of  the  larger  ones  in  the  same  bui'ding. 
Blankets  were  suspended  from  the  ceiling  on 
a  line  to  act  as  a  partition  for  the  purpose. 

With  the  entry  of  a  new  family  into  the 
Church,  their  home  and  that  of  another  family, 
were  used  for  meetings  until  a  "land  sale" 
room  was  acquired  in  the  centre  of  Durban  in 
1927,  by  which  time  membership  had  increased 
to  about  twenty.  At  that  time  and  during  the 
administration  of  President  Samuel  Martin 
conditions  remained  the  same.  Nevertheless, 
Church  membership  increased  ('births' — not 
converts);  there  were  a  few  ordinations;  the 
Relief  Society  was  organized;  and  a  Sunday 
School  commenced.  Yet  the  newspapers  re- 
mained hostile  and  false  propaganda  and 
prejudice  were  incessant. 

In  1930  Buchanan's  Buildings  provided  ac- 
commodation in  one  of  their  studios.  It  was 
there  the  2nd  Branch  in  Natal  was  organized. 
The  first  was  organized  in  Isipingo  in  the 
1860's. 

Shortly  after  the  arrival  of  President  Don 
Mack  Dalton,  King's  Hall  was  thrown  open 
to  the  public  to  hear  the  President's  address; 
and  this  Hall  was  retained  for  a  short  time  prior 
to  returning  to  Buchanan's  Buildings.  About 
this  time  the  Branch  acquired  its  first  Sacra- 
mental Set — a  single  cup  had  hitherto  served 
the  purpose.  The  Branch  continued  to  show 
a  steady  increase  in  membership  so  a  building 
fund  was  started  on  a  small  scale.  The  Sun- 
day School  was  organized  in  1936  during  the 
administration  of  President  Legrand  P.  Back- 
man,  and  during  that  time  many  children 
were  born  into  the  Church. 


President  Richard  E.  Folland  succeeded 
Fresident  Euckman  and  during  that  time  two 
missionaries  were  sent  to  Pietermarilzburg. 
With  the  arrival  of  Fresident  Sharp  the  branch 
was  re-o."£anized  and  presided  over  by  local 
members  and  so-remained  until  af'.er  the  war, 
when  missionaries  were  allowed  to  leave 
A  me  ica. 

Maiy  missionaries  v, ere  s:nt  to  Durban. 
A  larger  room,  the  most  suitable,  :o 
far,  was  obtained  and  the  missionaries  formed 
a  Branch  Presidency.  The  Branch  surged  ahead 
and  many  converts  joined  the  Church.  Con- 
certs featuring  the  best  talent,  including  the 
Missionary  Quartette,  were  held  in  the  Sea- 
man's Mission,  the  Technical  College  Hall,  and 
the  City  Hall.  The  proceeds  contributed  to  the 
increase  of  the  Chapel  Building  Fund. 

With  the  arrival  of  President  Evan  P.  Wright 
the  good  work  and  progress  continued.  First 
Counsellor  President  E.  R.  Yarn  took  up  resi- 
dence in  Durban  and  his  presence  was  indeed 
valuable  for  the  advancement  of  the  Branch. 
With  the  acquisition  of  the  Scottish  Masonic 
Hall  in  a  clean  and  pleasant  locality,  attend- 
ance and  growth  continued,  insomuch  that 
three  Sacramental  Sets  had  to  be  used. 

After  the  arrival  of  President  Leroy  H. 
Duncan  a  chapel  site  was  selected  in  an  area 
most  suitable  for  a  House  of  the  Lord.  With 
the  competent  advice,  administrative  and  con- 
structive abilities  of  Branch  President  George 
B.  Everton  the  work  was  expedited.  Brother  J. 
Melverton  Jakins  was  given  the  task  of 
raising  the  required  balance  for  the  erection 
of  the  chapel.  Following  the  selection  of  the 
site.  President  Duncan  and  newly-appointed 
Branch  President  Jakins  promptly  completed 
the  contracts.  With  the  plans  completed  and 
sanction  from  Church  Headquarters,  construc- 
tion of  the  chapel  commenced. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  the  Saints  are  in- 
dividually and  collectively  engaged  in  ways 
and  means  of  paying  the  balance  for  the 
edifice. 

Description  of  the  Chapel. 

A  stone's  throw  from  the  Durban  Boys' 
High  School  just  below  the  crest  of  the  Berea 
is  the  new  Durban  Chapel  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.    Local  mem- 
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bers  still  feel  like  new  parents.  It  just  doesn't 
seem  real  yet.  The  novelty  no  doubt  will  wear 
off  and  will  be  replaced  by  pride  of  ownership. 
The  entrance  gates  of  wrought-iron  are 
flanked  by  two  palm  trees  which  almost  appear 
to  have  been  set  aside  for  this  purpose.  The 
building  is  "L"  shaped;  the  smaller  arm  being 
the  chapel;  the  larger  arm  (two  storied)  con- 
tains, on  the  ground  floor,  the  Relief  Society 
Kitchen,  a  classroom,  the  M.I.A.  Room  and  a 
spacious  patio.  The  kitchen  is  beautifully 
tiled  throughout  and  has  a  water  heater  and 
sink.  One  of  the  members  donated  the  stove. 
The  stairway  to  the  upper  floor  is  done  in  teak. 
Teak,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  appears  to  be  the 
most  prominent  wood  used  throughout  the 
building. 

On  the  upper  floor  above  the  patio  is  the 
Relief  Society  Room  and  the  Baptismal  Font. 
The  font  is  beautifully  done  out  in  green  and 
has  a  30  gallon  hot  water  geyser.  Down  the 
passage  from  the  Relief  Society  Room  are  two 
classrooms  and  further  on  is  the  inside  foyer 
to  the  chapel. 

The  chapel  has  been  done  out  in  handsome 
woods.  Teak  panelling  3ft.  6ins.  high  cover 
the  base  of  the  walls.  At  the  rear  of  the  chapel 
there  are  acousticon  boards.  The  rear  wall 
can  easily  be  removed  when  the  time  comes  to 
extend  the  length  of  the  chapel.  The  chapel 
walls  have  been  painted  a  very  pale  pink.  The 
seating  accommodation  should  be  sufficient  for 
a  little  more  than  170  people.  Mahogany  is 
the  wood  that  has  been  used  for  the  pews.  The 
pulpit  is  of  the  same  wood  and  was  kindly 
made  by  a  brother  of  the  Springs  Branch. 


The  building  has  been  furnished  with  excel- 
lent electric  light  fittings.  The  flooring  in  the 
main  is  of  beautiful  green  tiling. 

From  the  exterior  the  building  has  an 
arresting  appearance,  in  fact,  there  have  been 
inquiries  from  many  people  requesting  i  n- 
formation  about  it.  The  site  was  thickly 
wooded  and  several  trees  had  to  be  taken  out. 
The  40ft.  spire,  copper  guttering  and  tile  roof 
can  be  seen  much  easier  now  and  all  contribute 
to  the  beauty  of  the  building. 

The  writer  thinks  back  two  years  when 
a  handful  of  members  met  in  a  private  home 
for  a  Priesthood  meeting  and  pledged  a 
months'  earnings  for  two  years  in  order  to 
raise  the  necessary  funds.  First  one  difficulty 
then  another  arose,  yet,  with  the  Lord  to  guide 
our  efforts  we  have  seen  fruition  at  last. 

The  Chapel  stands  as  a  monument  to  the  in- 
dustry, love,  and  labours  of  people  fired  by 
the  same  driving  force  and  faith  that  fired  the 
zeal  and  efforts  of  the  early  Mormon  pioneers. 
The  credit  goes  not  to  just  this  decade,  but  to 
the  combined  efforts  of  Mission  Presidents, 
Missionaries  and  Saints  alike,  throughout  the 
years,  to  some  who  have  passed  on.  and  to  the 
Glory  and  Grace  of  God. 

But  this  is  not  the  end.  for  the  day  will  come 
when  this  fair  land  of  ours  will  be  dotted  with 
similar  houses  of  worship,  where  men  may 
worship  in  freedom,  truth  and  light  while  hold- 
ing the  Lord's  Eternal  Priesthood.

Helpful   Hints 


EXCERPTS     TAKEN     FROM     PRESI- 
DENT   DAVID    O.    McKAY'S    APRIL 
CONFERENCE  ADDRESS 

My  beloved  brethren  and  sisters,  if  you 
knew  the  weight  of  the  responsibility  of  this 
moment,  you  would  gladly  answer  the  prayer 
of  my  heart — that  I  might  have  your  united 
support  and  the  inspiration  of  the  Lord.  I 
know  what  I  should  like  to  say,  and  will  try 
to  say  it,  but  it  it  is  a  question  whether  I  can 
get  that  message  over  to  the  thousands  who  are 
listening  as  I  should  like  to  give  it,  and,  I  hope 
as  the  Lord  would  have  it  given. 

"...  verily  I  say  unto  you  .  .  .  that  marriage 
is  ordained  of  God  unto  man. 

"Wherefore,  it  is  lawful  that  he  should  have 
one  wife,  and  they  twain  shall  be  one  flesh, 
and  all  this  that  the  earth  might  answer  the  end 
of  its  creation."  (Doc.  &  Cov.  49:15-16.) 

That  passage  from  the  Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants indicates  the  message  I  have  in  mind  to 
give  this  morning  —  some  helpful  hints  for 
happy  homes. 

First,  however,  I  should  like  to  say  a  few 
words  relative  to  the  general  conditions  in  the 
Church  .  .  . 

On  behalf  of  the  First  Presidency  and  other 
General  Authorities  of  the  Church  1  take  great 
satisfaction  in  reporting  that  all  departments 
of  the  Church  are  progressing  very  satisfac- 
torily, and  express  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  for  his  divine  guidance  and  inspira- 
tion. 
An  Appeal  for  Stability  and  Harmony  in  Home 

But,  I  am  not  so  sure  whether  we  are  main- 
taining the  high  standards  required  of  us  in  our 
homes.  I  feel  constrained,  therefore,  at  this 
opening  session  to  make  an  appeal  for  more 
stability,  more  harmony  and  happiness  in  home 
life.  It  has  been  truly  said  that  "the  strength 
of  a  nation,  especially  a  Republican  nation,  is 
in  the  intelligent,  well-ordered  homes  of  the 
people."  In  no  other  group  in  the  world 
should  there  be  more  happy  homes  than  in  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

Just  this  month  there  appeared  in  a  lead- 
ing magazine  the  encouraging  statement  that 
American  homes  and  family  life  are  steadily 
strengthening.  According  to  that  article,  the 
total  population  of  our  country  has  doubled 
since   1900.      The    number    of    families    has

tripled.  This  growth  in  family  life  is  shown 
by  the  rapid  increase  in  home  ownership.  One 
hundred-twenty  per  cent.  more  families 
owned  their  own  homes  in  1955  than  in  1940. 
There  are  sixty-seven  per  cent,  more  children 
under  five  years  of  age  now  than  in  1940,  that 
is  in  the  country  at  large.  There  are  61  per 
cent,  more  children  in  group  age  5  to  9  years 
of  age. 

Loyalty  as  a  Contributing  Factor 

Recently  our  attention  has  been  called  to 
conditions  that  seem  to  justify  our  admonish- 
ing the  membership  of  the  Church  to  keep 
their  homes  exemplary  before  the  world. 

To  the  young  people  of  the  Church,  par- 
ticularly, I  should  like  to  say  first  that  a  happy 
home  begins  not  at  the  marriage  altar,  but 
during  the  brilliant,  fiery  days  of  youth.  The 
first  contributing  factor  to  a  happy  home  is 
the  sublime  virtue  of  loyalty,  one  of  the  noblest 
attributes  of  the  human  soul.  Loyalty  means 
being  faithful  and  true.  It  means  fidelity  to 
parents,  fidelity  to  duty,  fidelity  to  a  cause  or 
principle,  fidelity  to  love.  Disloyalty  to 
parents  during  teen-age  is  often  a  source  of 
sorrow  and  sometimes  tragedy  in  married  life. 

1  have  received  several  letters  this  month 
from  young  folks — two  of  them  in  their  teens, 
irking  because  of  what  they  consider  inter- 
ference of  parents.  Young  people  in  all  the 
Church  and  all  the  nation  should  understand 
that  both  the  Church  and  the  state  hold  parents 
responsible  for  the  conduct  and  protection  of 
their  children.  The  Church,  you  will  recall,  is 
very  explicit  in  that.  "Inasmuch  as  parents 
have  children  in  Zion,  or  in  any  of  her  stakes 
which  are  organized,  that  teach  them  not  to 
understand  the  doctrine  of  repentance,  faith  in 
Christ  the  Son  of  God,  and  of  baptism  and  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of 
hands,  when  eight  years  old,  the  sin  be  upon 
the  heads  of  the   parents. 

"For  this  shall  be  a  law  unto  the  inhabitants 
of  Zion,  or  in  any  of  her  stakes  which  are 
organized."  (Doc.  &  Cov.  68:  25-26.) 

That  is  explicit,  and  parents,  that  is  your 
responsibility. 

Some  of  you  would  be  surprised  to  know 
that  the  Statute  of  the  State  requires  exDlicitly 
that  not  only  parents,  but  any  guardian  who 
has  charge  of  a  child  18  or  under  is  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  protection  of  that  child,  and 
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for  its  moral  teachings.  Any  guardian  or 
parent,  that  will  do  anything  to  injure  the 
morals  of  the  child  is  guilty  of  misdemeanor, 
and  subject  to  imprisonment  of  not  more,  if  I 
remember  rightly,  than  six  months,  and  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $300  or  both. 

So,  girls  and  boys,  your  parents,  not  only 
because  of  their  love,  but  by  command  of  the 
Lord,  and  by  legislative  enactment  of  the  state, 
are  compelled  to  watch  over  you  and  guide 
you.  And  parents,  once  again,  that  is  your 
responsibility.  The  effect  of  this  guardianship 
will  be  shown  by  this  illustration. 

A  New  York  City  judge,  not  long  ago,  wrote 
to  the  New  York  Times,  saying  that  in  seven- 
teen years  that  he  had  been  on  the  bench  not 
one  Chinese-American  teen-ager  had  been 
brought  before  him  on  a  juvenile  delinquency 
charge.  The  judge  queried  his  colleagues,  and 
they  agreed  that  not  one  of  the  city's  estimated 
10,000  Chinese-American  teen-agers,  to  their 
knowledge  (not  one),  had  ever  been  hailed  into 
court  on  a  charge  of  depredation,  narcotics, 
speeding,  burglary,  vandalism,  stickup,  purse 
snatching,  or  mugging  accusations. 

A  check  with  San  Francisco,  where  there  is 
a  large  colony  of  Chinese-Americans,  tells  the 
same  story. 

P.  H.  Chang,  Chinese  Consul-General  in 
New  York  City,  was  asked  to  comment  on  that. 
He  said,  "1  have  heard  this  story  many  times 
from  many  judges.  I'll  tell  you  why  I  think 
this  is  so.  Filial  piety  is  a  cardinal  virtue  my 
people  have  brought  over  from  the  China  that 
was  once  free.  A  Chinese  child,  no  matter 
where  he  lives,  is  brought  up  to  recognize  that 
he  cannot  shame  his  parents.  Before  a 
Chinese  child  makes  a  move,  he  stops  to  think 
what  the  reaction  of  his  parents  will  be.  Will 
they  be  proud  or  will  they  be  ashamed?  Above 
all  other  things,  the  Chinese  teen-ager  is 
anxious  to   please   his  parents." 

Most  Chinese-Americans,  no  matter  how 
wealthy  or  poor,  maintain  a  strict  family  style 
home.  Mealtime  is  a  ceremonious  affair, 
which  must  be  attended  by  every  member  of 
the  family.  Schooling,  reverence  for  religion, 
and  decorum  plus  reverence  for  the  elders,  are 
the  prime  movers  in  developing  the  child  from 
infancy. 

And  the  paper  says,  "The  amazing  record  of 
the  Chinese-American  youngster  shows  that  it 
is  in  the  home  that  the  cure  for  juvenile  de- 
linquency will  be  found,  and  in  no  other 
place."

So,  young  people,  loyalty  to  parents,  if  not 
a  direct  contributing  factor  to  a  happy  home, 


is  at  least  a  safeguard  against  hastily  assuming 
and  lightly  esteeming  the  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities of  marriage. 

Next  to  loyalty  to  parents,  I  should  like  to 
urge  loyalty  to  self.  Remember,  if  you  would 
be  happy,  if  you  reach  the  goal  of  success  in 
the  distant  future,  your  first  duty  is  to  be  loyal 
to  the  best  that  is  in  you,  not  to  the  basest. 

There  is  a  saying  in  the  Bible  that  every  idle 
word  that  men  shall  speak  they  shall  give  an 
account  thereof  on  the  day  of  judgment. 
(Matthew  12  :  36.)  Psychology  assures  us  that 
"we  are  spinning  our  own  fares,  good  or  evil, 
and  never  to  be  undone.  Every  smallest  stroke 
of  virtue  or  of  vice  leaves  its  never  so  little  scar. 
A  drunken  Rip  Van  Winkle,  in  Jefferson's  play, 
excuses  himself  for  every  fresh  dereliction  by 
saying,  '1  won't  count  this  time.'  "Well!"  con- 
tinues James,  the  psychologist,  "he  may  not 
count  it,  and  a  kind  heaven  may  not  count  it; 
but  it  is  being  counted  none  the  less.  Down 
among  his  nerve  cells  and  fibers  the  molecules 
are  counting  it,  registering  and  storing  it  up 
to  be  used  against  him  when  the  next  tempta- 
tion comes.  Nothing  we  ever  do  is,  in  strict 
scientific  literalness,  wiped  out.  Of  course,  it 
has  its  good  side  as  well  as  its  bad.  As  we  be- 
come permanent  drunkards  by  so  many 
separate  drinks,  so  we  become  Saints  in  the 
moral,  and  authorities  and  experts  in  the  prac- 
tical and  scientific  sphere  by  so  many  separate 
acts  and  attention  to  small  duties.  Let  no 
youth  have  any  anxiety  about  the  upshot  of  his 
education,  whatever  the  line  of  it  may  be.  If 
he  keeps  faithfully  busy  each  hour  of  the  work- 
ing day,  he  may  safelv  leave  the  final  result  to 
itself.  He  can  with  perfect  certainty  count  on 
waking  up  some  fine  morning  to  find  himself 
one  of  the  competent  ones  of  his  generation, 
in  whatever  pursuit  he  may  have  singled  out. 
Silently,  between  all  the  details  of  his  business, 
the  power  of  judging  is  all  that  class  of  matter 
will  have  built  itself  up  within  him  as  a  posses- 
sion that  will  never  pass  away.  Young  people 
should  know  this  truth  in  advance.  Ignorance 
of  it  has  probably  engendered  more  dis- 
couragement and  faintheartedness  in  youth  em- 
barking on  arduous  careers  than  all  other 
causes  put  together."  (Psychology  by  William 
James  pub.  Henry  Hallolo,  1892  p.  150.) 

A  great  ideal  for  youth  to  build  a  happy 
home  is  this:  Keep  true  to  the  best,  and  never 
let  an  hour  of  indulgence  scar  your  life  for 
eternity. 

Loyalty  To  Your  Future  Companion 

Next  under  the  heading  of  loyalty,  I  urge 
LOYALTY  TO  YOUR"  FUTURE  COM- 
PANION.   When  harmony,  mutual  considera-

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tion  and  trust  pass  out  of  the  home,  hell  enters 
in.  A  memory  of  simple  indulgence  in  youth 
sometimes  opens  hell's  door.  Girls,  choose  a 
husband  who  has  respect  for  womanhood. 
Down  the  road  of  indulgence  are  too  many 
good  young  girls,  seeking  vainly  for  happiness 
in  the  by-ways  who  e  people  grovel,  but  do  not 
aspire.  As  a  result  their  search  for  happiness 
is  in  vain.  They  grasp  at  what  seems  sub- 
stance, to  find  only  ashes. 

It'  you  would  have  a  happy  marriage,  keep 
your  reputation  as  weil  as  your  character  un- 
sullied. 

It  is  a  common  saying  throughout  the  world 
that  young  men  may  sow  their  wild  oats,  but 
young  women  should  be  chaperoned.  In 
general,  this  is  oretty  well  carried  out,  but  in 
the  Church  we  have  but  one  single  standard, 
and  it  is  just  as  important  for  young  men  to 
keep  themselves  chaste  as  it  is  for  young 
women.  No  matter  what  the  opportunity,  no 
matter  what  the  temptation,  let  the  young  man 
know  that  to  find  happiness  he  must  hold 
sacred  his  true  manhood.  Marriage  is  a  failure 
when  manhood  is  a  failure.  Let  him  know 
that  to  gain  moral  strength  he  must  learn  to 
resist  temptation,  learn  to  say  with  Christ, 
"Get  thee  hence,  Satan,  for  it  is  written.  Thou 
shalt  worship  the  Lord  thy  God  and  him  only 
shalt  thou  serve."  (Matt.  4  :  10.)  Then  there  is 
peace  instead  of  turbulency  in  his  soul. 

Continued  Courtship. 

Next  to  loyalty  as  contributive  to  a  happy 
home  I  should  like  to  urge  CONTINUED 
COURTSHIP,  and  apply  this  to  grown  people. 
Too  many  couples  have  come  to  the  altar  of 
marriage  looking  upon  the  marriage  ceremony 
as  the  end  of  courtship  instead  of  the  beginning 
of  an  eternal  courtship.  Let  us  not  forget  that 
during  the  burdens  of  home  life— and  they 
come — that  tender  words  of  appreciation, 
courteous  acts,  are  even  more  appreciated  than 
during  those  sweet  days  and  months  of  court- 
ship. It  is  after  the  ceremony  and  during  the 
trials  that  daily  arise  in  the  home  that  a  word 
of  "thank  you,"  or  "pardon  me,"  "if  you 
please,"  on  the  part  of  husband  or  wife  con- 
tributes to  that  love  which  brought  you  to  the 
altar.  It  is  well  to  keep  in  mind  that  love  can 
be  starved  to  death  as  literally  as  the  body  that 
receives  no  sustenance.  Love  feeds  upon  kind- 
ness and  courtesy.  It  is  significant  that  the  first 
sentence  of  what  is  now  known  as  the  Psalm 
of  Love,  is  "Love  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind." 
The  wedding  ring  gives  no  man  the  right  to 
be  cruel  or  inconsiderate,  and  no  woman  the 
right  to  be  slovenly,  cross  or  disagreeable. 


Self  Control. 

I  he  next  contributing  factor  to  your  happy 
marriage  I  would  name  is  SELF-C  ONTROL. 

Little  things  happen  that  annoy  you  and  you 
speak  quickly,  sharply,  loudly,  and  wound  the 
other's  heart.  I  know  of  no  virtue  that  helps 
to  contribute  to  the  happiness  and  peace  of  the 
home  more  than  that  great  quality  of  self- 
control  in  speech.  Refrain  from  saying  the 
sharp  word  that  comes  to  your  mind  at  once 
if  you  are  wounded,  or  if  you  see  something  in 
the  other  which  offends  you.  It  is  said  that 
during  courtship  we  should  keep  our  eyes 
wide  open,  but  after  marriage  keep  them  half 
shut. 

What  I  mean  may  be  illustrated  by  a  young 
woman  who  said  to  her  husband,  "1  know  that 
my  cooking  isn't  good;  I  hate  it  as  much  as 
you  do,  but  do  you  find  me  sitting  around 
griping  about  it?"  This  griping  after  marriage 
is  what  makes  it  unpleasant.  I  recall  the  words 
of  Will  Carlston: 

"Boys  flying  kites  haul  in  white-winged  birds 
— You  can't  do  that  when  you're  flying  words. 
Thoughts  unexpressed  may  sometimes  fall  back 
dead,  but  God  himself  can't  kill  them  when 
they  are  said." 

Children  In  The  Home 

Marriage  offers  an  opportunity  to  share  in 
the  love  and  care  of  children,  and  that  is  the 
true  purpose  of  marriage.  One  writer  truly 
says:  "Without  children,  or  without  believing 
that  children  are  important,  marriage  is  incom- 
plete and  unfulfilled.  Children  take  time, 
trouble,  and  more  patience  than  we  usually 
have.  They  interfere  with  freedom,  good 
times,  and  luxury,  but  children  are  the  real 
purpose  and  reason  behind  marriage.  If  we 
do  not  put  the  proper  value  on  parenthood,  we 
are  not  emotionally  or  socially  ready  for  mar- 
riage. 

"Marriage  is  a  relationship  that  cannot  sur- 
vive selfishness,  impatience,  domineering,  in- 
equality and  lack  of  respect.  Marriage  is  a  re- 
lationship that  thrives  on  acceptance,  equality, 
sharing,  giving,  helping,  doing  one's  part,  learn- 
ing together,  enjoying  humour,"  and  a  home 
is  full  of  humour  with  children. 

The  more  you  keep  in  company  with  your 
wife,  the  happier  you  are.  Business  takes  you 
away  from  home.  She  is  there  alone.  Do  not 
let  companionship  with  other  women  divide 
your  affection,  and  that  applies  to  woman  as 
well  as  to  man.  At  one  time  I  thought  that  it 
did  not;  that  man  was  wholly  to  blame  for  the 
unrest,  the  disagreements  and  sorrows  that  are

(Continued  from  preceding  page) 
occuring  too  frequently.  I  have  had  to  modify 
my  opinion.     Companionship  is  the  means  of 
perpetuating   that    love  which    brought    about 
your  union. 

In  conclusion,  for  the  proper  solution  of  the 
great  problems  of  marriage  we  may  turn  with 
safety  to  Jesus,  our  Guide.  He  declared,  as  I 
read  in  the  beginning,  that  marriage  is  ordained 
of  God  and  that  only  under  the  most  excep- 
tional conditions  should  it  be  set  aside.  In 
the  teachings  of  the  Church  of  Christ, 
the  family  assumes  supreme  importance  in  the 
development  of  the  individual  and  of  society.

not  a  Christian;  I  am  a  writer  of  history.'' 
Surely,  the  things  of  God  are  known  only 
by  the  spirit  of  God,  and  "no  man  can  say 
that  Jesus  is  the  Lord,  but  by  the  Holy  Ghost." 
(I  Cor.  12  :  3.) 

Jesus  of  Nazareth  was  the  Son  of  God.  He 
was  so  designated  by  those  who  knew  Him 
best.  The  brief  story  of  His  life  as  told  by 
His  friends  and  associations  is  luminous,  and 
powerful.  There  is  nothing  more  profound 
and  penetrating  in  all  literature  than  the  simple 
narratives  known  as  the  Four  Gospels.  They 
testify  unanimously  regarding  the  miraculous 
events  which  have  set  Him  apart  from  all 
others.  They  have  presented  a  character  which 
could  not  and  which  cannot  be  fabricated  by 
all  the  genius  of  man.  Their  declarations 
concerning  Him  are  soul-satisfying  and  con- 
vincing. No  arguments  will  dislodge  the 
Master  from  the  high  pinnacle  where  they 
have  placed  Him.  The  miracles,  the  virgin 
birth,  the  future  life,  the  resurrection  and  the 
divinity  of  Jesus  Christ  are  stumbling  blocks 
to  the  unbelieving,  but  they  constitute  a 
deliverance  from  bondage  and  a  hope  for  the 
future  to  those  who  "walk  in  the  light  as 
he  is  the  light.    .    .    ."    (I  John   1  :  7.) 

The  central  fact  of  Christianity  has  always 
been  the  resurrection  of  the  Lord.  It  accounts 
for  the  zeal  and  enthusiasm  of  His  representa- 
tives as  they  went  forth  to  preach  the  gospel 
of  the  Kingdom.  These  stalwart  messengers 
of  life  and  salvation,  "imbued  with  power 
from  on  high,"  preached  everywhere  the  doc- 
trine of  the  resurrection  from  the  dead.  From 
the  standpoint  of  witnesses  it  is  the  best  at- 
tested fact  in  religious  history.  Paul,  the 
Apostle,  capable,  scholarly  and  well  trained, 
must  have  examined  thoroughly  and  carefully 
every  claim  connected  with  the  appearance  of 
Jesus  to  His  disciples  after  His  death  and 
burial.  He  summarized  his  conclusions  as 
follows:  "And  if  Christ  be  not  risen,  then 
is  our  preaching  vain,  and  your  faith  is  also 
vain."  (I  Cor.  15  :  14.)  Paul,  too,  had  seen  the 
risen  Redeemer.  It  was  the  crucial  fact  around 
which  his  life  and  labours  centred.  It  was 
the  central  theme  of  his  writings,  his  sermons 
and  his  testimonies.  It  was  the  secret  behind 
his  whole-hearted,  persistent  loyalty  to  his 
Lord  and  Master  and  to  the  cause  which  he 
proclaimed  with  such  boldness  and  power. 
"I  know  whom  1  have  believed."  said  this 
valiant  servant  of  Christ"  (II  Tim.  4  :  8)  just 
prior  to  the  condemnation  which  awaited  him 
before  the  bar  of  Nero.  One  cannot  easily 
ignore  his  life,  his  testimony   and   the  event 


which  led  to  his  conversion  in  establishing 
the  divine  mission  of  Jesus  Christ  and  in 
searching  out  the  significance  of  His  earthly 
advent. 

"I  saw  two  Personages,  whose  brightness 
and  glory  defy  all  description,  standing  above 
me  in  the  air."  said  Joseph  Smith,  the  modern 
Prophet,  in  the  year  1820.  "One  of  them 
spake  unto  me,  calling  me  by  name,  and  said, 
pointing  to  the  other,  'This  is  my  Beloved 
Son,  hear  Him!'  "  This  modern  declaration, 
published  to  the  world  in  the  blaze  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  confirms  in  every  detail 
the  testimonies  of  ancient  Prophets  and 
Apostles.  The  reception  according  this  start- 
ling announcement  is  identical  in  all  respects 
to  that  given  the  Prophets  of  old.  It  opened 
a  new  dispensation  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  —  the  same  gospel  of  salvation  as  was 
taught  by  Jesus,  and  His  Apostles  in  the 
meridian  of  time.  It  proclaims  anew  the  diety- 
ship  of  Jesus,  the  risen  Saviour  and  Redeemer. 
He  still  lives  to  guide  the  destiny  of  His 
Church  and  Kingdom,  restored,  established 
and  existing  upon  the  earth  in  our  day.  "This 
is  the  testimony,  last  of  all.  which  we  give  of 
Him,"  said  Joseph  Smith,  the  Prophet,  and 
Sidney  Rigdon,  "That  He  lives!  For  we  saw 
Him,  even  on  the  right  hand  of  God;  and 
we  heard  the  voice  bearing  record  that  he  is 
the  Only  Begotten  of  the  Father."  The  real 
test  of  faith  lies  in  the  acceptance  of  His 
leadership  and  in  the  application  of  His  gospel 
restored  to  the  earth  through  Joseph  Smith, 
the  Prophet  of  the  latter  days.

"Happy  and  thrice  happy  are  they  who  enjoy 
an  uninterrupted  union,  and  whose  love,  un- 
broken  by  any  complaints  shall  not  dissolve 
until  the  last  day." 

It  will    not    dissolve  when    sealed    by    the 
authority  of  the  Holy  Priesthood  throughout 
all  eternity.     The  marriage    ceremony,    when 
thus  sealed,   produces  happiness  and  joy  un- 
surpassed  by    any    other    experience    in    the 
world.     "What  God  hath  joined  together,  let 
no  man  put  asunder." 
"Home  is  not  merely  four  square  walls 
Though  hung  with  pictures  and  gilded; 
Home   is   where    affection    calls,    Filled    with 

shrines  the  heart  has  builded! 
Home  is  not  merely  roof  and  room — 
It  needs  something  to  endear  it:  Home  is  where 

the  heart  can  bloom 
Where  there  is  some  kind  heart  to  cheer  it! 
What  is  home  without  none  to  meet.

Hypnotism  is  the  latest  fad  to  catch  the 
fancy  of  those  who  have  a  flair  for  the 
mysterious. 

For  years  it  has  been  considered  something 
of  a  joke,  and  was  used  at  times  as  a  means 
of  carrying  out  practical  jokes,  so-called.  Then 
a  more  serious  turn  came  of  it,  so  much  so 
that  some  few  doctors  have  even  talked  about 
its  use  as  a  substitute  tor  anaesthesia. 

But  now  it  has  reached  the  entertainment 
held,  invading  an  area  for  the  curiosity  seekers 
which  is  also  occupied  for  the  time  being  by 
those  who  perform  healings  and  other  alleged 
"miracles"  on  an  assembly  line  scale. 

One  of  the  phases  of  the  new  hypnotic 
activity  is  that  its  advocates  allege  that  they 
can  prove  reincarnation  by  its  use.  The 
manner  in  which  they  work  is  that  they  place 
an  individual  under  the  hypnotic  spell  and 
then  proceed  to  search  the  inner  mind  with 
questioning.  The  claim  is  that  the  "subject" 
under  the  spell  gives  detailed  accounts  of  a 
life  lived  hundreds  of  years  back,  in  another 
country,  and  does  so  with  such  intimacy,  so 
they  say,  that  only  a  former  existence  could 
have  provided  the  information.  They  admit 
that  many  of  these  so-called  "revelations"  are 
faulty  on  the  face  of  them,  but  they  claim 
there  is  sufficient  fact  involved  to  establish 
reincarnation. 

Of  course,  reincarnation  has  been  a  doc- 
trine of  the  occult  and  of  the  alleged  "wise 
men  of  the  East"  for  some  time.  It  is  entirely 
opposed  to  the  teachings  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.  Yet  it  appears  as  a  tool  to  lead  people 
off  into  tangents  of  spiritual  interests  which 
could  mean  their  downfall. 

There  are  other  things  which  interest  those 
who  wish  to  peer  into  the  unknown.  The 
spiritualists  are  increasing  in  numbers.  They 
claim  to  call  back  the  departed  dead  to  give 
messages  to  grieving  relatives,  or  to  solve  a 
problem,  or  to  find  a  lost  cow  or  to  diagnose 
an  ailment.  Some  intelligent  people  have  been 
interested.  Information,  true  or  false,  has 
been  given  by  means  of  a  medium.  But  what 
is  the  source  of  it  all?  Is  it  from  God  or 
from  another  source? 


For  years  we  have  had  the  horoscopes  which 
claim  to  tell  the  future  by  the  stars,  or  by 
the  times  in  which  we  live,  or  by  the  seasons. 
This  "science,"  so-called,  also  reaches  back  to 
the  "wise  men  of  the  East,"  whoever  they 
may  be. 

When  Moses  did  his  miracles  before 
Pharoah,  prior  to  the  liberation  of  the 
Israelites,  the  wicked  magicians  of  Egypt 
duplicated  many  of  them,  much  to  the  con- 
fusion of  the  main  issue.  When  Saul  fell 
out  with  the  Lord  he  resorted  to  means  which 
the  Lord  had  outlawed,  seeking  a  message 
from  the  dead  through  those  who  peep  and 
mutter.  When  Joseph  Smith  began  his  work, 
Satan  attempted  to  duplicate  his  activities  by 
raising  up  other  seers  of  his  own,  including 
some   with   crystal   balls. 

What  does  it  all  prove?  That  Satan  is  an 
arch  imitator,  that  he  deceives  people  in  every 
way  he  can,  and  if  he  can  appear  to  dis- 
credit the  true  prophet  by  using  counterfeit 
devices  to  duplicate  what  he  does,  people  are 
led  astray. 

Has  the  Lord  said  anything  about  such 
things?  He  has  said  much.  In  the  days  of 
Moses  He  commanded  Israel  that  men  or 
women  with  "familiar  spirits"  should  be"  put 
to  death,  that  "there  shall  not  be  found  among 
you  any  one  that  useth  divination,  or  an 
observer  of  times,  or  an  enchanter,  or  a  witch," 
and  he  added,  "neither  shall  ye  use  enchant- 
ment nor  observe  times." 

What  is  the  place  of  spiritualism,  or  hypno- 
tism, or  horoscopes  or  readers  of  the  crystal 
ball  among  Latter-day  Saints?  Have  we  any 
use  at  all  for  the  occult?  Is  the  occult  in 
harmony  with  the  spirit  of  God,  or  is  it  an 
opposing   influence? 

The  Lord  has  given  the  Saints  the  Gift  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  as  a  daily  guide,  and  He  has 
added  thereto  living  prophets  to  direct  the 
people  in  His  own  way,  "that  we  henceforth 
be  no  more  children,  tossed  to  and  fro  and 
carried  about  with  every  wind  of  doctrine,  by 
the  sleight  of  men,  and  cunning  craftiness, 
whereby  they  lie  in  wait  to  deceive."  There 
is  no  place  for  the  occult  in  our  lives.
